The decision rendered on December 10, 2010 by the Board of Patent Appeals 
and Interferences states that the closest prior art, Green, fails to disclose all of the 
recited features of the claimed invention. In view of the Board's decision, the claims are 
considered to be allowable over the prior art of record. The limitations lacking in the 
prior art, in combination with the other limitations clearly claimed for patent, are novel 
and unobvious.
